DETAILED ACTION 

1 . According to paper filed on Feb. 5, 2009, tlie applicants have filed a RCE; canceled 
claims 1, 2, 10 and 12 and furthermore, have amended claims 4-8 and 1 1 . 

2. Claims 3-9 and 1 1 are now pending in the application. 

3. Claims 3-9 and 11, renumbered as claims 1-8, are allowed since the applicants have 
amended claims to overcome indefiniteness rejection and furthermore, due to their 
persuasive arguments regarding obviousness rejection. Furthermore, in the 
international preliminary report filed on May 5, 2008, the applicants have provided 
unexpected result of high purity of the instant process ( see page 9 of this report ) as 
compared to example 3 of PAT 5,652,365 ( same as example 3 of EP 599376 ).
